Our basic. industry is in such a dis- 
aftrous state that, with all the en- 
‘couragement that people get to go on 
to the land, there is a steady drift go- 
ing from the rural districts.

son for this is not that the country is | 
no good, it is not that the people are | 


The present state of affairs 
must be due to some other reason.

Word comes from Alberta that. out 
of 80,000 farmers 20,000 are insol- 
lvent, and I am told by members of 
this House that’ Saskatchewan is in 
‘a like plight. I do not know condi- 
tions so well in the East. We have 
been informed that during this session 
of the large’ number of unemployed 
still in Canada, and one feels inclined 
to ask the reason why?

| with our own nearly 9,000,000 people | 
we find that the United States in the | 
year 1860 with a population of 30,000,- | 
'000, had a debt of only $65,000,000. | 
Otherwise,. Canada with one-third the , 
| population, has not less than thirty- 
leight times as much debt. That may | 
be one of the reasons why conditions 
jare bad.in’Canada. We are informed 
‘in the address by the hon. member) 
from East Calgary (Mr. Irvine) that 
'the total production of this. country 
/Was no. less’ than $6,000,000,000 and) 
_the total consumption was some $2,- 
, 000,000,000. These figures are con- 
firmed by the Dominion Statistician.
